LONDON, Jan. 16 (Reutcr).—The 
Admiralty announces that during the 
past weck three British submarines 
did not return to. their bases, nor 
have they reported. i 

It is feared that they must be re- 
garded as lost, - 

They wero the Scahorse, Undine 
and Starfish, : 

All the ‘three submarines, suys the 
Admiralty communique, were “en- 
gaged on particularly hazardous ser- 
vice.” | 

-The loss of two of the mentioned 
submarines ‘ls referred to in a Ger- 
man High Command ‘communique, 
which says that. they were destroyed 
by “German defence measures” In 
Heligoland Bight and that part of 
the crew were saved. 

These ore the first British sub- 
marines to have been sunk by enemy 
action durlng the present war.
